GOOD ROADS AND BETTER 
TERMS. 


The Alberta good roads deputation, 
has presented its case at Ottawa, sup- 
poricd by the presence and endorsation 
as tc material facis, by 
and commissioner ‘oi public works of 
By the notice which 


the premier, 


the Territories. 
has been taken by the Ottawa corres- 
pondenis o7 the leading papers of this 
petition and the cfforts in its behalf, 
it would seem that whether the actual 
prayer of the peliiion is granted or 
not it wiil beyond question he a strong 
influence in Securing a fuller recogni- 
tion of the special aud pressing needs 
of the Territories in the matter of 
public works, brought about by a com- 
bination of successive years of excep- 
tiona! rain fall and an unprecedented 
rush of immigration. 

There have been wet years in the 
Territeries before, as wet as the past 
two or three years have been, but 
there was no such immense number of 
people located and locating in the 
country-—the newer seltiers needing 
roads as never before, and the older 
settlers as busily employed in fencing 
up all praciicable means of ingress and 
egress. The dificuliies which set- 
tiers had to face during recent years 
in the matter of roads, were not so 
much because of natural, as because of 


the artificial condicions resulting from 


increased setilemeni, It is the in- 
creased settiement which makes road 
improvemen’s necessary; the same 


increase of setilemen: which has over- 
foaded western railways with traffic, 
and has swollen the trade and revenue 
of the Dominion tosuch a satisfactory 
degree. Everybody can’t have every- 
thing their way, but of all the classes 
of people or seclions of country who are 
entitled to share liberally in the in-- 
creased revenue enjoyed by the Domin- 
ion, ihe people of the Territories and 
Manitoba are most eniilled because 
they have been most largely instru- 
menial if creating that inerease, 
When the question of appropriations 
for purposes of Northwest governmeni 


are under consideration in parliament 
it is not unusual to have ic pointed out 
that ibe Territorial government  re- 
celives 2s much per head of population 
as do the coverrments of the. provinces. 
This may or may not be approximaiely 
correct. It does not make any differ- 
ence. The conditions of the Terri:or- 
ies are such, that an equal paymeni 
per head to that paid to the provinces, 


does not by any means pui the wescern 


seetilers on an equalily wiih the resi- 
deni of the eastern provinces. There 
are distantos to cover ano’ condicioas 
to face here, which if they ever did 
exist in these older provinces, do noi 
exist now. And at nd iime in the 
carly steps of the development of those 
provinces did they contribute im any- 
thing like the same proporiion to the 
general wealth ci the Dominion as do

that money received by the Territgpial 
government for public purposes T§ not 
made té go to the utmost limit in serv- 
ing the ‘pressing necessities of the peo- 
ple. We have an ‘n°xpensive system of 
locat government. We have an’ hon- 
est and capable administration, We 
have more to show ip useful work for 


each dollar rece'ved from the 
treasury, thananyof the 

Thereyis ‘no danger ihen that m 
appropriated to°the Northwest Be 
torics. will ‘be other than usefully and 
carefully expended. The creat meces- 
sity is to overcome the fear which pre- 
vails to a large extent thropighout.the 
eastern provinces when the question of 
subsidy is under consideration, that the 
West will get more than its share.

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DEATH OF JAMES P, VANCE 
Saskatchewan Heratd. 
A pani! incident 


Pacific railway, He was one of the 
most trusted and energeiic members of 
the engineering siaff, and was well 
known and respected in the west, be 
having done much oi the preliminary 
werk through this district and made 
the final location from Edmonton to 
the fourth meridiaa. 

He had charge of the surveys beitg 
made from Saskatoon to join his fin- 
ished work west of Battleford, and 
about ten days before his death had 


received orders to make an examina- 
tion of the couniry lying south of 
Magie Hills from Saskatoon to Lizard 
jake. 


On Monday, 12th, with James Ww. 


Batlendine as teamster, they leit Sas- 
katoon and reached Lizard lake on 
Wednesday without incident. They 


had camped at the house of Wm. Me~ 
Nair for the pight, and he went on 
with thc party, intending to look for 
some horses that had strayed away. 

‘Thursday opened clear, and mild, and 
Mr. Vance teld Ballentyne to turn 
back seven miles and ten turn south 
three miles to a small jake and camp 
and await his return. He was. going 
to sec a long lake in the hills, about 
ten miles south, and expected to be 
back in the evening. 

Mr. Vance took his snowshoes and a 
light Junch and sect out.on his trip. He 
bad only a sweater, a toque and a 
light pair of gloves. He was advised to 
put on a coai, but declined, saying he 
could not walk in one. 

In the afternoon a Diinding snow 
storm came up and Ba'lendine and Mec- 
Naic watched and waited all night, 
keeping the fire and light burning, but 
he did not come in. 


On setiing out Mr. Vance started 
south, to visit a long lake in the hills 
that be wanted to see, intending to re- 
turn to the camp. 

Next morning, Friday, the waichers 
went to where they hoped to find Mr. 
Vance, but not succeeding they return- 
ed to camp ior dinner and then struck 
across the lake to look for his tracks, 
They found them and saw. that he had 
passed within three hundred yards oi 
the camp but had missed the trail lead- 
ing into it buu siruck the one they had 
made in going to Lizard take. They 
then hitched up and drove as fast as 
they could, hoping either io overtake 
or head him off, as he was travelling 
in the opposite direction io that im 
which he should have gone to find it, 
logking for the trail‘inio it, or pas- 
sibly trying to reach the house. 

From his tracks it was evident, he had 
come through the storm safely, the 
marks of his footorints being quiie dis- 
tinct. When he reached the trail he 
stood still, evidenily pondering which 
way to go, and started the wrong way. 
for about a quarter of a mile he walk- 
ed straight, following the sleigh track 
closely, but after he stopoed [requent- 
ir and danced to keep his feet warm, 
When found he was lyire on his back 
op the trail, quice dead. They then 
took his trail backwards ond found the 
snowshoes about a mile from where he 
fell, They also found that he had been 
at a camp at which they had taken 
dinner earlier on the trip and made an 
unsuccessful attempt to light a fire. 

Taking up the body Ballendine and 
MoNair then started for home, driving 
to Bear's Head Hill and over a terribly 
rough country to the Foriy-Mile sta- 
tion, which was the nearest point at 
which they could strike a_ travelled 
road, and reached there at one o'clock 
on Saturday morning.
